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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 25, 
2008 has been entered. 

2. Claims 14-33 are pending. Claims 1-13 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 14-26 and 29-33 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Johnson, Jr. et al. (US 3,256,230) for the reasons set forth in the 
previous office action. 

4. Claims 27 and 28 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Johnson, Jr. et al. (US 3,256,230) in view of Maekawa (EP 1146103) for the 
reasons set forth in the previous office action. 



Response to Arguments 
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5. Applicant's arguments filed regarding Johnson, Jr. et al. (US 3,256,230) and 
Maekawa (EP 1146103) have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The 
applicant argues that Johnson et al. do not teach a copolymer-copolymer mixture. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees because Johnson et al. clearly teach that the non- 
fluorine containing polymer can be prepared from one or more non-fluorine containing 
monomers (column 4, lines 25-30) suggesting a copolymer. Furthermore, applicants 
arguments regarding the examples not demonstrating copolymer-copolymer mixtures 
are not persuasive since a reference is not limited to the working examples, see In re 
Fracalossi, 215 USPQ 569 (CCPA 1982). All disclosures of the prior art, including non- 
preferred embodiment, must be considered. See In re Lamberti and Konort, 192 USPQ 
278 (CCPA 1967); In re Snow 176 USPQ 328(CCPA 9173). 

Regarding applicant's arguments of synergistic results, applicant's arguments 
have not been supported by experimental data. Applicants' arguments are conclusory 
statements not supported by factual evidence, see In re Lindner, 457 F.2d 506, 173 
USPQ 356 (CCPA 1972). 

Regarding applicant's arguments that Maekawa do not teach copolymer 
mixtures, the examiner argues Maekawa are simply relied upon to demonstrate organic 
solvents such as glycols are effective in dispersing copolymers comprising fluorinated 
methacrylates and non-fluorinated methacrylates. Maekawa clearly teach polymers 
comprising multiple types of polymerizable monomers suggesting copolymers (see 
page 12, table 9). For these reason the rejections are maintained.
